Chicago, May 3.—“Ja, der Krieg Ver- 
schlingt immer die Besten’’—‘Ever the 
war devourg the best.” 

These words written by the German 
poet Schiller a century ago, formed the 
theme of an address at the opening of 
the second National Peace Gonzress 
here ‘today by David Starr Jordan, 
president of Leland Stanford, Jr., uni- 
versity. 

“It is through selection that all race 
progress comes,” said Dr. Jordan. “The 
War means always the reversal of se- 
lection. 

“The survival of the fittest in the 
struggie for existence is the primal 
moving cause of race progress and of 
race changes. In the red stress of hu- 
man history this natural process of 
selection is sometimes reversed. A re- 
versal of selection is the beginning of

degradation. It is degradation itself. 

“The only way in which any race, as 
a whole, has improved has been through 
its preservation of its best and the loss 
of its worst examples. The condition 
which favors this ig democracy, equah- 
ty before the law, the condition Which 
equalizes opportunity and gives each 
man the right to stand or fall on the 
powers God has given him. 

The Only Race Degeneration 

“The only réce degeneration ever 
known is that produced by those forces 
which destroy the best, leaving for the 
fathers of the future those who could 
not be used in the business of war, or 
in that of colonization. 

“The effects of emigration run paral- 
lel with the effects of war, but with 
this enormous difference, the strong 
men who emigrate are not ‘lost to the 
world. The loss of one region is the 
gain of another. But the losses in war 
can yleld no corresponding gain. 

“The warlike nation of today is the 
decadent mation of tomorrow. It has 
ever been so, and in the nature of 
things it must be ever. 

“Our republie shall endure'so long as 
the human harvest is good, so long as 
the government of higtory, the prog- 
ress of peace and (ndustfy leaves for 
the future not the worst, but the best 
of each generation. The republic of 
Rome tasted so jong as there were Ro- 
mans; the republic of America will 
last 30 long ag its people, in blood and 
in spirit, remain what we have learned 
to call Americans.” 

Fraternal Orders Make for Peace. 

Joseph B. Burtt, of Chicago, speaking 
at the evening session, declared that 
in the great growth of fraternal or- 
ganizationg in the United States, the 
péace movement has its greatest pres- 
ent factor.

Washington, May 3.—War has been 
opened by Senator Johnson, of North 
Dakota, on the effort to erect a statute 
in public square in this to 
Alexander Hamilton. He today tintro- 
duced a resolutioa repealing the reso- 
lution providing for such @ memorial. 

“I want that man forgotten as soon 
as possible,’ said Senator Johnson, in 
conversation today. ‘I do not want an 
effigy of Hamilton put up here as a 
model for any young man. If some 
people want such a statue, let them buy 
the ground somewhere on which to place 
it. ‘They propose to put it near the 
white house on*a public square and | 
will make war on it.. If it is put there 
in less than 100 years, the statue will 
by dynamited, for the American people 
will not tolerate it. 

“Alexander Hamilton was one of the 
most contemptible rakes we havé ever 
known in this country. His military 
service was not sufficient to warrant 
the erection of a memorial to him, and 
his legislative service was only in repre- 
senting a New York city district in the 
legislature of his state, which is not 
sufficient for such distinction. He ad- 
vocated the election of the president and 
the senate by wealthy people of the 
country and upon failing to have his 
idea adopted,-left the constitutiof—al con- 
vention and went home.

Toads, was declared unconstitutional!

the supreme court. 

Reversed on Technical Ground. «- 


When, therefore, there was a revérsal |

(When again it 
was found that reversal was based on 
technical grounds, 


sentiment took another turn, and those 
who had been anxiously ewaliting the 
announcement of the result 
themselves much puzzled. 

The court’s judgment was announced 


by Justice White, who, while he read % 


from an elaborate printed opinion, de- 
clined to give anything more than a 
summary, showing the net result of 
the court's finding. There was also 
surprise over the fact that there were 
no elaborate ‘dissenting Opinions, and 
indeed, only one dissenting opinion of 
any kind. Because of the court's de- 
lay in announcing its conclusion it was 
generally supposed that the court would 
be found to be much divided. 

Dissent By Harlan. 

The dissent was announced by Justice 
Harlan, who in a few words, stated 
that he did not follow the conclusion 
of the court on the point that the law 
does not prohibit the railrvuad owner- 
ship of stock in commodities producing 
companies. 

Analyzed. Justice White's decision is 
that congress did not transcend its con- 
Stitutional authority in the enactment 
of the commodities provision, but on 
the other hand it was held that the 
government's construction of the pro- 
vision had been entirely too compre- 
hensive. As construed by the court 
the sole object of the clause is to pre- 
vent carriers from being associated in 
interest with the commodities trans- 
ported at the time of transportation, 
hence that the law only prohibits. the 
transpurtation of articles When they

Letter From Taft. 

The following is the text of a letter 
written by President Taft to Secretary 
Royal L. Melendy, of the National 
‘Peace Congress, and which was read 
at the opening of the body today: 

“My Dear Sir: I greatly regret that 
I am unable to attend the coming na- 
tional peace congress at Chicago and 
there to express my earnest sympathy 
with the object of the assembling of so 
many distinguished men in the interest 
of world peace. That progress has been 
made in the matter of peace every- 
where by international action and by 
the moral pressure of the peoples of 
the earth, anyone who has examined 
the record must admit. It is true that 
armaments go on increasing in _ cost, 
but it is also true that the burdens pre- 
sented by this competition in armament 
are growing heavier and heavier, and 
the problems for solution consistent 
with their increase, become more and 
more difficult. The possibilities of war 
now arising come chiefly from irrespon- 
sibilities of government and in those 
countries where stability internal 
control is lacking. The United States 
has contributed much to the cause of 
peace by assisting countries weak in 
respect to their internal government so 
as to strengthen gn them the cause of 
law and order. his relationship of 
guardian and ward as between nations 
and countries, in my judgment, helps 
along the cause of international peace 
and indicates progress in civilization. 
The policy of the United States in 
avoiding war under all circumstances 
except those plainly inconsistent with 
honor or its highest welfare has been 
made so olear to the world as hardly 
to need a statement at.my hands. I 
can only say that so far as my legiti- 
mate influence extends while at the 
head of this government, it will always 
be exerted In full in favor of peace, 
not only as between this country and 
other countries, but as between our sis- 
ter nations,

Groaning under an accumulating burden: of poverty, Pngland is taking 
refuge in an old-age pensions system which will send the national indebt- 
edness to figures yet unanticipated. 

In Germany, the specter has not yet grown so large, but they are find- 
ing it necessary td resort to a system of industrial insurance which takes @ 
fraction off the daily wage of the laborer to provide for his declining years 
and to lessen the menace of pauperism. : 

Conditions are relatively as evil in Russia and France, Spain and the 

smaller European states. 
_ Jacob Schurman, president of Cornell pniversity, stated recently in Chi- 
}cago that the old world was spending annually on its armies between six 
and seven bYilion dollars. This does not, of course, take into account the im- 
pressive sums frittered away in the perennial “Dreadnought” competition be- 
tween the naval powers of Europe. : 

America is beginning to approximate the militaristic madness of Europe. 
Each year army and navy estimates creep higher. If our patriotic little 
fathers to the big international-policeman policy had their way, we would 
invest about twice ag much in these respective directions. 

The shoe pinches every nation in civilization, in each effort it puts 
forth to uplift its people, to develop their commerce and increase the aggre- 
gate happiness. 

Europe has its own peculiar troubles, as outlined in the foregoing para- 
graphs. Yet she seems to. prefer to hug them to her bosom, encouraging 
them to attain éath year new proportions, rather than to work toward an 
international understanding that would permit the diversion of some of these 
gigantic sums to imperative purposes. 

On this side of the ocean, we are hammering away at the revision of 
the tariff, wrinkling our brows over the problem of finding enough revenue 
to run the government. Meanwhile, domestic projects sadly in need of 
financial assistance are languishing, while we pile on annually rew bat- 
tleships at an expense that would each year launch a movement to banish 
illiteracy from at least ten American states. : 

Where will this gigantic price the world is paying for peace insurance 
find a limit? As President Schurman says, such conditions cannot continue 
indefinitely. The propertied classes, in this country and Europe, are slowly 
crystallizing a demand for relief. Every working man who becomes also a 
thinker adds the protest of his voice. 
| Will the anomalous spectacle of beggaring ourselves that we may have 
an armed peace reach an orderly, logical solution? Or will it at last gain 
such frightful momentum as to fall of its own weight, by confronting the 
civilized nations with bankruptcy.

TRAINING NEGROES AS FARMERS. 


Senator's Clay’s willingness, as expressed in a Constitution dispatch from 
Washington, to do everything in his power to promote agricultural education 
among the negroes of the south is a position in accord with the proven 
need of the southern states. 

If the training can be made to reach the negro farm hand, such a cru- 
sade would find itself on a universal basis of practicability . 

It will be remembered that Captain J. H. Fluker, of Greene county 
recently testified in a vivid interview to The Constitution that the ootntey 
negro, comprising, of course, the bulk of the south’s agricultural labor. each 
year grew less fitted to grapple with the developing demands of crop pro- 
duction. He declared that on the moral side, also, the negro laborer was 
becoming increasingly unreliable, and that the most hopeful southerner was 
made pessimistic when he attempted to forecast the culmination of present 
conditions. 

Certain it is, that save in isolated instances, the negro farm laborer 
and his inefficiency is proving an additional burden to the agricultural] south 
and an additional uncertainty in the important factor of future development. 

Whether or not the federal government, as suggested, takes a hand in 
the matter, it is extremely probable the individual] states will eventually 
find themselves compelled to concerted remedial action.

ADDING MORE YEARS TO LIFE. 


There are interesting, not to say tremendous. possibilities in the fact 
that modern medicine has found means of curing in their incipiency many 
diseases which in their later stages are often accompanied by great suffer- 
ing and inevitable death. : 

Suggestion of the scientific application of this principle as an economic 
proposition comes from Dr. Burnside Foster, of St. Paul, Minn., chief exam- 
iner for one of the country’s largest life insurance companies. | 

Dr. Foster proposes the adeption of a rule by all life insurance compa- 
nies requiring a careful re-examination of each policyholder at least once 
every five years, in order that it may be determined whether any such dis. 
ease has made its appearance unknown to the person examined. This ex- 
amination is to be made without cost to the policyholder, and the life in- 
surance companies. will profit through resultant longer life where such die- 
eases are found in time to check their ravages. 

The pla is a good one for the company and the insured. The man who 
thinks himself weil isn’t going to a doctor to find out if anything is the 
matter with him. But if, as a policyholder, he. is required to submit to 
medical examination, he may learn of some serious affection in time to stop 
it and ‘hus prolong his life. 

But Dr. Foster’s plan does not reach the masses who are most in need 
of just such watchful care as this. 

Men who take life insurance are, as a rule, of that class who give 
most care and attention to their physical well-being. They are generally 
of the educated classes, who understand the importance of hygiene and 
sanitation, and who look to the application of health principles in their own 
surroundings. 

Even at that, it is true, undoubtedly, in many cases, that disease takes 
hold upon them before they are aware of it, and the application of Dr. 
Foster’s rule would, unquestionably, prove of great ultimate benefit to the 
companies as well as to the insured. 

But if medical examination for the detection and curing of elementary 
disease is a good thing for the class of persons who take life insurance, of 
how ‘much more value would it be if applied generally in all communities 
and to those classes wherein many become chronic sufferers and, often, get 
right to the brink of the grave before they seek medical attention? ~ 

Modern medical science: has made Bright's disease, tuberculosis and 
otzer ailments which take great annual toll of life, curable, if. taken in 
ime. 
Many die in their early years of these diseases, either because of inat- 
tention or inability to pay a doctor's fee.

The introduction of this system into the Atlanta public schools has al- 
ready, in many instances, proven its value and importance. 

This is but the beginning of the application of modern hygienic 
itary principles whose extension to the entire community must necessarily 
result in the prolongation of life and the adding of strength and virility to

Charges Against Engineer 
Not Sustained. 


New Official Known as Chief of 
Construction, and Will Be 
Elected by People—Council 
Committee Makes Report, 
Which Was Adopted. 


The general council yesterday afiter- 


noon adopted by a unanimous vote a re- 
port from a special committee appointed 
to investigate the difference between 
the city engineer and the commissioner 
of public works. 

The report calis for a charter anjend- 
ment to allow the merging into one the 
Offices of engineer and public works 
commissioner; it states that the charges 
made by the commissioner of public 
works against the city engineer were 
“nol sustained,’ and it provides for a 
hew officer to be known as the chief 
of construction, who is to be elected by 
the people and paid a salary. 

The section requiring the new 
to be elected by the people was 
shape of an amendment which 
troduced by Councilman Smith. 

The report in full, as amended, 
lows: 

“May 3, 1909.—Te the Mayor and Gen- 
eral Counci! of the City of Atlanta, Ga. 
Gentlemen: We, your committee, tv 
whom was referred the ordinances rel- 
ative to the inspection of street paving-— 
requiring that same be put under the 
Supervision of the commissioner of pub- 
lic works—together with the statements 
and charges submitted by the commis- 
sioner of public works, in which it was 
charged that much of our street paving 
nad not been properly inspected by the 
city engipeer when said paving was laid 
by confact, being to report as follows: 

— .ve held several meetings and 
sonally inspected much of the 
paving in question. Without 

BOing i..to lengthy detail as to the meas- 
urements of samples of asphait taken 
from various streets, the committee sub- 
mits that this was the method employed 
in reaching our conclusions, ~The most 
Serious complaint urged by the com- 
missioner of public works was that the 
asphalt, when laid, was not properly 
inspected and was not laid the proper 
thickness upon the street. This was a 
duty incumbent upon the city engineer 
Vr his inspector. 

“In quite a number of the cuts made 
in the streets at points near or around 
car tracks or manholes, the committee 
found that the thickness of the binder 
and the asphalt measured up to the re- 
quired depth. Upon our first inspection, 
these samples were cut from the pave- 
ment, as above stated, and afterwards, 
measured at. the committee room. A 
further examination was made and the 
cuts in the streets made in the presence 
of the committee. These cuts were made 
in the center of the blocks and were 
not in close poximity to car tracks, 
manholes or any other fixed point from 
which to base an opinion as to what 
was the real thickness of the asphalt 
when laid. These cuts showed a thick- 
ness of from one and one and a half 
inches, binder and all. Thus you will 
see that a measurement made at OF 
around a fixed point, such aS a Mman- 
etc., probably showed that the 
pavement was three inches 
nearly that thick 10wW, 
away a like 
cut into the pavement showed less than 
half of what the original contract call- 
ed for. In the minds of some of the 
committee, this depreciation might have 
been caused by the wearing off of the 
surface, while in the minds of otners, 
of the committee, it might have been 
the result of a failure to get originally 
the proper thickness of the pavement. 

“This brings the question down to one 
purely of opinion. For this reason, the 
commiitee does not and cannot take the 
position that this pavement was not 
laid full three inches thick when orig- 
nally put down, and hold that the posi- 
tion of the commissioner of public 
works, in making this charge, is not 
sustained. The cominittee, therefore, 
relieves the city enginer of this charge. 

Quality of Pavement. 

‘“—In the outset, it was stated by the 
commissioner of public works that he 
made no attack upon the quality of the 
material used in our asphalt streets, 
though it might be subject to such at- 
tack. The committee found, upon examl- 
nation of the several specifications, that 
the company doing the work submitted 
its own formula, and that the only teat 
made by the city inspectors of this ma- 
terial was when it was taken to tne 
street upon which it was to be put 
down, and that this test consisted sim- 
ply of what is known as ‘the brown 
paper’ test. The committee jis of the 
Opinion that a simple test like this is 
sufficient to test the durability of 
such pavement. Other cities require a 
rigid and studious examination of all 
@”. material used in its asphalt mix- 
ture, and require these tests to be con- 
tinually made at the plant where the 
mixture is made. The committee does 
not believe that Atlanta made any such 
examiantions, but in view of the fact 
that the city council had made no pro-; 
vision for such examinations by experts, 
it is of the opinion that the failure to 
make such expert examinations should 
not be chargeable to the department of 
the city engineer. 

It is of the opinion, however, that 
much of the deterioration of our as- 
phalt pavement—much of it showing 
holes and cracks and necessitating 
great amount of patching—is due to 
faulty material, This could, and should 
be avoided, in the future, by providing 
for and requiring rigid examination 
at the plants where the mixture is 
made. 

We found on Peachtree street, where 
brick was used in paving, in con- 
nection with the aspnalt, that they 
were of inferior quality and are worn 
out and should be replacéd by the con- 
tractor. 


Condition of the Streets, 


While all the contractors for asphait 
pavements require the contractors 
shall Keep the street in good repair for 
ten years, the committee found. many 
of our asphalt streets, some of them 
laid less than five years, in an unsight- 
ly condition, Many of them hold patch 
after patch, put upon them by the com- 
missioner of public works, the expense 
of which hag been charged to the con- 
tractor, and stiit ig pending in the 
courts for recovery. The committee 
believes that on practically every 
street, upon which the guarantee of 
ten years has not expired, a great dea) 
of repair work will soon have to be 
done, and it believes that the contract- 
tors are liable for all of this work, and 
that the city attorney should be in- 
etructed to push these cases as vigor- 
ausly as possible. The contractors are 
all under bond to keep these streets in 
good condition for tem years. They are 
not doing it, and these streets—some of 
them—should have attention soon, and 
the contractors should be made to keep 
their contract with the city. 

We further find that, in order to 
obtain the bestsresults for the tax pay- 
ers Of Atlanta, all paving, sewers, curb- 
ing, sidewalks, a on of same, and 
the general control of all the engineer- 
ing and public works department, 
should be under one héad.

“I said to Thornton !t was too bad the 
captain’s home was broken up, and 
Thornton said: ‘Yes, I want you to 
tell me all you know about it.’ I told 
Thornton Hatns that I saw Mr. Annis 
in Captain Hains’ home with his arms 
around Mrs. Hains and kissing her,” 
continued the witness, “and when Mrs. 
Hains saw me, she sald: ‘Emma, this 
is my ‘affinity.’ ” 

Something Dreadful. 

The witness testified that Annis made 
frequent visits to the captain’s home 
while the captain was in the Philip- 
pines. She said: 

“The way they carried on was some- 
thing dreadful. They would stay up all 
night and drink and act ridiculous.” 

The witness told of a quarrel between 
Mrs. Hains and Annis, during which 
Mrs. Hains said: “To —— with your 
wife. Am I not more to you than she 
is?’ To which Annis replied, ‘Yes, ina 
way.” The witness said, as she was re- 
lating these things ro Captain Hains, 
the muscles in his face were drawn, 
and he glared and said: “My God, what 
am I coming to? This is enough to 
drive a man mad. I can’t etand it.” 

Heard Mrs. Hains Confess. 

Minnie Rohme, a negress emploved as 
a cook by General Hains in Washing- 
ton, D. C., since last June, was the next 
witness. She had been a cook for Cap- 
tain Hains at Fort Hamilton, and heard 
Mrs. Hains make the alleged confession 
of improper relations with Annis. 

Later the witness sald she told the 
captain what had been going on in his 
home during his absence. The witness 
said the captain acted wild when she 
told him about Annis and Mrs. Hains, 
and Kept exclaiming: “Oh, my God, 
this is terrible.’’ 

Aunis and Mrs. Hains Drunk. 


Lillie Sawyer, another of the colored 
servants in the Hains household at 
Fort Hamilton, testified that she héd 
told Captain Hains all about the “go- 
ings on’ of Mrs. Hains and Annis while 
the captain was away. She said she 
told the captain that Mrs. Hains was 
often out all night, and that she and 
Annis would come to the house in an 
intoxicated condition. The witness 
showed a belligerent spirit under the 
cross-examination of District Attomey 
DeWitt, and ruffled the dignity of the 
court by the manner in which s he 
snapped out her answers. 

Court adjourned until tomorrow.

commodity to be transported and when 
the company has an interest, direct or 
indirect in the commodity In the legal 
sense. lt was especially held, how- 
ever, that the prohibition decision does 
not apply to the ownership of stock 
im such a capacity and at the same 
time transport the product of that 
company. 

Doe, Not Apply to Stock Ownership. 

Summed up, the act only compels com- 
panies to disassociate themselves from 
the products they carry, and the con- 
tention of the government that the law 
applies to the ownership of stock and 
prohibits the transportation of com- 
modities simply because they have been 
produced by a railroad company, re- 
gardless of the fact that the eompany 
has parted with ¢fiem, is untenable and 
incapable of enforceNwent. 

It thus appears, first, that the com- 
modities clause is a vital and operative 
Statue with respect to all products such 
as coal, which the, railroad companies 
actually own at the time of transporta- 
tion, and that the railroad must sell 
such products to somebody else before 
they can lawfully ship them, and sec- 
ond, that unless the act is promptly 
amended so as to include stock owner- 
ship, the rallroads can escape the law 
entirely by converting their direct own- 
ership of coal properties into stock 
ownership by the organization of sub- 
sidiary coal companies. 

Favorable to the Roads. 


The effect of the decfsion is favorable 
to the railroads, and the government 
lost on practically all points except in 
the sustenation of the principle in- 
volved. In holding that congress had 
not gone beyond its authority in enact- 
ing the law. the court concedes the 
right to legislate, and it ig believed if 
so disposed, congress might enlarge 
and extend the scope of the provision. 
Hence, while the railroads gain a prac- 
tical victory, the government is not 
confronted by a constitutional bar 
from further acting mm the ditection of 
control of the roade in the matter of 
the shipment of their own commodities. 

The cases made thetr first appearance 
in the supreme court on October 10, 
last. They were argued during the 
month of January and the decision has 
been anxiously awaited ever since the 
latter date. 

The decision sustatned the provision 
of the law exempting timber from the 
operations of the clause. This exemp- 
tion was used as a basie of attack by 
the railroads on the law as discrimi- 
matory, but Justice White refusés to ac- 
cept that view. 

Reasons for Decision. 

In addition to his summary of the 
results of the court’s holding, Justice 
White, in his opinion, entered some- 
what into the reasons for the decision. 
He took the position that in view of 
the purpose of congress, ‘“‘the statute 
must be harmonized by giving the com- 
mon tense to all its provisions,’”’ and 
added: 

“Because of the gravity of the con- 
stitutional question involved, we hoia 
that our duty is unify them in such 
a way that the prohimitions as to pro- 
duction and manufacture shall speak in 
the same tense as the prohibitions 
against the ownership, and, therefore, 
we hold that this statute ordains that 
carriers who manufacture, mine or pro- 
duce, or who own or hold in whole or 
in part, or who are interested directly 
or indirectly In the commodities before 
the act of transportation, must, in good 
faith, disassociate themselves from the 
property so that the duty of the carrier 
may not conflict with their duty. 

As to Stock ‘Ownership. 
‘Taking up the government's conten- 
tion that the words in the law, ‘‘direct 
or indirect interest,’ make it applicable 
to the ownership of stock in producing 
company, Justice White said: 

“The trouble about that is that it 
has been decided in this court that own- 
ership of stock in a corporation does 
not make the owners of the>-stock the 
legal owner of the property of the cor- 
poration.

LIABILITY LAW UPHELD 
BY THE GOVERNMENT 


Brief Has Been Filed in the 
Supreme Court of Con- 
necticut. 


Washington, May 5.—Tne government 
today filed in the supreme court of er- 
rors at Hartford, Conn., its brief in tne 
case of Edgar G. Mondon, plaintiff, 
against the New York, New Havén and 
Hartford Railroad Company. The case 
was brought under the employers’ lia- 
bility act of April 22, 1908, and the gov- 
ernment, by permission of the court, is 
allowed to intervene and file a brief in 
support of the constitutionality of the 
act, which had been challenged by the 
defendant company. 

The brief concludes as follows: 

“This is a wise, progressive and Nhu- 
maneestatute.

Legislation that is to protect railway 
employees does not benefit a class alone. 
The safety of an interstate carrier's 
servant means the safety of interstate 
commerce itself.”

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ENGLAND’S FOREMOST CARTOONIST 
CELEBRATES HIS 89TH BIRTHDAY 


London, May 3.—England's most dis- 
tinguished cartodnist. Sir John Tenniel, 
for fifty years chief artist for London 
“Punch,” hag just celebrated his 89th 
birthday. From all over the world 
where ‘“‘Punch’’ circulates, and particu- 
larly from the British colonies, hosts of 
telegrams and congratulatory messages 
have pecently reached him. 

This splendid tribute paid to an artist 
is not due to his artistic skill simply 
as such. but emanates from the recog- 
nition given him as a moulder of 
thought among men. It is doubtful if 
any other living artist has wielded so 
stron# an influence on the British mind 
as Sir John, and his weekly drawings 
in ‘Punch’ were a powerful means of 
shaping opinion. especially in moments 
of public excitement and upheaval. 

To the un-British mind it is often 
difficult to see what it Is in the draw- 
ings of Sir John Tenniel that mede so 
great an impression on the English in- 
tellect. Te the mere outsider who does 
not attempt to penetrate behind the 
veil of Emglish thought, the drawings 
of Tennial often appear colorless, and 
to lack the hitting vigor of other and 
more strenuous wielders of the pencil. 
But it ts just in thefr harmless por- 
trayal of a _ situation—their giving of 
the facts in the picture, often without 
even suggesive comment—that these 
drawings have obtained their princiga! 
hold, 

In a recent leading editorial in The 
London Times the harmless nature of 
Sir John’s drawings was pointed out, 
writer alluded to this element 
as casting a species of blight on the 
development of the freedom of art. 
Sir John’s careful sizing up of the 
“news situation’’ of the day has cre- 
ated a sort of cult which resents any

“INow nobody, of course, who is a 
thoroughgoing materialist of the old- 
fashioned dogmatic kind has any pa- 
tience with a man like myself who is 
trying to discover the laws of occur- 
renceés or alleged occurrences which with 
present knowledge cannot be explained 
under the atomic theory. Again the 
thoroughgoing idealists, those wrRro 
have become involved in the gubtleties 
of the German philosophers, Kant and 
Hegel, and who hold that matter, space 
and time have no provable existence out 
there in the universe, but may just as 
well be something in our own minds— 
these mystics whose equivocations give 
them the credit of seeming to satisfy 
both the ultra religious and the ultra 
sceptical—who in reality mistrust the 
power of the human intellect to discover 
anything but the probable unreality of 
everything, they, of course, don’t see 
the use of trying to demonstrate the 
existence of the. soul when the terms 
of the demonstration stand for un- 
knowable phenomena that, as pessimists 
have urged, may be the fleeting smile 
of a malevolent spirit.

in making himself clear Hie philoso- 
phy shows clearly that the only field 
for a priori judgment is that of mathe- 
matics, and in cases where gubject and 
predicate have precisely the same mean- 
ing. All other judgments and beliefs 
must be empirical; that is subject to 
proof, and the ‘conclusions adopted ten- 
tative and limited to experience. In 
discussing the “Criteria of Truth,’”” in 
the course of an exposition of scien- 
tific and philosophic methods foliow- 
ing upon the principles established by 
the study of the conditions of synthet- 
ic knowledge, Dr. Hyslop has shown 
exhaustively and clearly that in the 
world of physical phenomena the phe- 
nomenon of change makes dogmatic 
methods irrational. When Dr. Hyslop 
gets on the subject of what there real- 
lv is out there, if anything—in other 
words, when he takes up the theories of 
Space perception he ig dealing with a 
subject heavy for the layman, yet his 
keen and complicated pushing through 
the thought labyrinths of hant, Leib- 
nitz and Descartes, gives the studious 
a fascinating journey. 

Not Altogether a Juggling of Words. 


Materialism, spiritualism and the 
existence of God—these are the subjects 
on which pretty nearly everybody tries 
to reason. Dr. Hyslop has found, as he 
believes, grounds for thinking that the 
dispute about such matters is not alto- 
gether a juggling with words he has 
built them into an elaborate part of 
his theory of metaphysics. Materia]- 
ism, the history of which is traced from 
the earliest times, gets from the dis- 
tinguished advocate of physical _re- 
Search far more sympathy than it has 
usually received from modern philoso- 
phers. Most scientific men have ac- 
cepted materialistic theories as un- 
questionable, but the philosophers have 
treated them with scorn, though careful 
not to tell just what they mean by the 
materialism which they reject. Dr. Hy- 
slop by no means rejects materialism, 
as he does not think that philosophy 
apart from scientific methods, can de- 
cide finally for or against it, but he in- 
dicates that, as a consequence of the 
new discoveries, including the develop- 
ment of electrical theory ‘‘matter” no 
longer means just what it did a few 
years ago. A few years hence it may 
have different meaning. 

Spiritualism, as Dr. Hyslop considers 
it, does not mean gpookologyv. He sim- 
Ply opposes it to materialism, without 
Special reference to the subject of 
psychical research except by implica- 
tion, He regards its method as calcu- 
lated to solve certain problems which 
he hag outlined, but comeg to no positive 
conclusion for spiritualism any more 
than for materialism. He simply en- 
deavors to throw new light upon the 
nature of the problem of the soul and 
to show how it may finally be settled. 


Prove the Soul and You Prove God. 


The existence of God is a problem 
which the secretary of the American 
Research Societv has endeavored to 
cope with manfully and without eva- 
sions. Kant was wholly agnostic on this 
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So he was regarding immor- 
tality. Dr. Hyslop absolutely denies the 
existence of the antinomies or self- 
contradictions on the great Ger- 
man philosopher relied for his argu- 
ment in negati of the case, showing 
that the celetrases antinomies are 
based on equivocations and hence are 
only simple fallacies of logic that any 
clear-sighted person may see through. 
A unique feature of his philosophical! 
attitude as expressed in his great book 
is hig conclusion that the problem of 
God’s existence cannot be satisfactorily 
solved until the existence of the human 
soul and its survival have been proved. 
The’ force of the arguments for deity 
is to be recognized as far as they go, 
but they must be regarded as insuffi- 
cient until the fact of survival after 
death has been proved as &a

Aeronautical Society of Great 
Britain Confers First Medal. 
Wright Brothers Besieged by 
Many Autograph Hunters.

London, May 3.—There was a demon- 
stration of enthusiasm, remarkable in. 
fits character, at the Institution of Civil 
Engineers tonight, when the Aeronauti- 
cal Society of Great Britain conferred 
upon Wilbur and Orville Wright, the 
aeroplanists of Dayton, Ohio, its first 
gold meda!. Those who had gathered at 
the institution to witness the presenta- 
tiom. cheered and applauded repeatedly, 
while the Wright brothers, blushingly 
bore their honors, through an hour of 
the. warmest eulogies. Finally, the en- 
tire assemblage rose up and gave three 
cheers for each of the brothers, they 
€ang “For They Are olly Good Fel- 
lowse,”’ and ended by cheering Miss Kath- 
erine Wright. 

Sir Hiram 
eral Baden-Powell, 
an American, who is etruggling, 
thus far unsuccesgfully, to perfect his 
Own aeroplane for the British army, and 
a iarge number of scientists and ladies 
were present. 

Speeches were made by Major Baden, 
F. S. Baden-Powell, Colonel J. E. Cap- 
per, the war office's aeronautical ex- 
pert, who referred to the Wright broth- 
ers as “unspoiled, as though they were 
nobodies,”’ and declared that the nation 
which failed to keep pace with the flv- 
ing developments might get badly left 
im the war. and the chairman of the 
gathering, Edward Purkis Frost, who 
presented the medal. 

Besieged for Autographs. 

Both Wilbur and Orville Wright made 
brief speeches, tersely expressing their 
thanks. A reception was then held, and 
the brothers were surrounded, question- 
ed and besieged for autographs. 

The war office is not likely to con- 
clude arrangements wth the inventors 
until their aeroplane has been given a 
trial in England, in the presence of ex- 
perts. 

Engagements in the United States and 
Germany, however, preclude the posst- 
bility of the Mesers. Wright being able 
to attend to this personally, for some 
months, but they have made arrange- 
ments with a builder here for the con- 
Struction of machines and have appoint- 
ed an agent for Great Britain. Their 
patents, therefore, will be protected, as 
they expect to sell privately, even if the 
SOvernment does not purchase. 


AGAINST FREE LUMBER. 


Senator Piles Declares Tariff 
Would Help This Country. 


Washington, May 3.—A plea against 
free lumber and a story of Oriental t- 
bor figuring in the difference of cost 
between the two sides of the Canadian 
boundary line, featured a speech by 
Piles, of Washington, in the 
senate today. Mr. Piles contended that 
a tariff sufficient to save to the manu- 
facturer-the United States market for 
his low grade lumber and shingles, w'!ll 
make it possible for him to utilize every 
part of the tree. 

“Free lumber,” he said, “would stim- 
ulate the development of Canadian prov- 
inces, and be a detriment to the busi- 
ness interests of the country.” He said 
that practically the only persons seek- 
ing a lumber tariff reduction are Amer- 
{can owners of timber in Canada. Brit- 
ish Columbia, he said, uses upwards of 
75 per cent of Oriental labor, but go far 
as efficiency of the work ts concerned, 
despite Oriental labor, mills of equal 
capacity on both sides of the boundary 
emp! practically the same number of 
men.

President Butler Appoints 
North Carolina Man to 
Roosevelt Chair. 


Butler,

New York, May 3.—President 
of Columbia university, 
day the appointment of Professor 
Charles Alphonso Smith, dean of the 


graduate school of the University of 
North Carolina, to be Roosevelt pro- 
fessor of American history and insti- 
tutions in the University of Berlin for 
the vears 1910-1911. Professor Smith's 
appointment was made by the Prussian 
ministry of education on the nomination 
Of the trustees of Columbia university. 

Professor Smith’s predecessors in the 
Roosevelt professorship have been 
Dean Burgess, of Columbia; President 
Hadley. of Yale; Professor Felix, of 
Columbia, and President Wheeler, of 
the University of California. The fact 
that a leading southern scholar has been 
appointed to this international profes- 
sorship evidences the thoroughly nation- 
ai character of the post.
